Advocates Repeal or Modification of 
Publiieity Provision of Revenue Law 
—New Bill Will Reach Books in 
Time for 1925 Payments. 


- Washington.—After deelaring that 
the aggregate tax reduction should be 
limited to $350,000,000, Senator Smoot 
of Utah, chairman of the senate fi- 
nance committee, in a statement 
pledged his support specifically to tax 
cuts, which, according to official esti- 
mates, would represent a total of more 
than $640,000,000. 


.|... Senator Smoot did not include any 


estimatés as to the loss of revenue re- 
sulting from the different proposals 
in his scheme, which was prepared for 
publication in the Nation’s Business, 
the organ of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. Unoffi- 
cial estimates would make it appear 
that if all the Smoot proposals were 
incorporated in the new revenue bill 
taxes would be reduced by almost dou- 
ble the amount. Proposals favored by 
Senator Smoot, together with unoffi- 
cial estimates obtained from other 
sources, as to their effect on revenues 
are as follows: 

Reduction in securities to a maxi- 
mum of not more than 25 per cent, or 
preferably 20 per cent, $100,000,000. 

Reduction in normal tax rates now 
ranging from 2 to 6 per cent to from 
1 to 5 per cent, $100,000,000. 

Absolute repeal of estate taxes, 
$100,000,000. 

Repeal of automobile excise taxes, 
$125,000,000. 

Repeal of 
000,000. 

Reduction of corporation earnings 
tax from 12% per cent to 10 per cent, 
$185,000,000. 

Grand total, not including other ex- 
cise taxes which Senator Smoot says 
should be repealed, but to which he does 
not refer specifically, $640,000,000. 

Senator Smoot advocated repeal] or 
modification of the publicity provision 
of the revenue law. He predicted that 
the new bill will reach the statute 
books in time to become effective for 
the March, 1926, payments of tax on 
1925 earnings. 

“There is much talk of raising the 
original exemption for the head of a 
family to $5,000 on the theory that 
this would confer a direct benefit 
upon those of small incomes who make 
ap approximately 90 per cent of the 


admission taxes, $30,- 


taxpayers,” said Senator Smoot. “I 
am opposed to this. 

“The average amount paid by those 
with incomes of less than $5,000 is so 
small that I am sure there is no wide- 
spread demand among them for relief.” 


HIGH COURT DUE TO 
RULE ON ALIEN ACT 


Washington.—The Chinese exclusion 
question has bobbed up with a new 
twist and the department of justice 
is considering a suggestion that the 
supreme court be asked to rule on it. 

The incident arises from an inter- 
pretation of the revised statutes by 
the ninth federal circuit court of ap- | 
peals in California holding that they 
conferred citizenship “upon a Chinese 
son of a Chinese citizen of the United | 
States, although the father had not up | 
to the time of the birth of the son re- 
sided in the United States.” 

The department of justice believes 
an opposite interpretation of the sec- | 
tion of the statutes is warranted and 
has not yet decided to accept the Cali- 
fornia court’s ruling. 


Se pee 
August Business Better 
Washington.—The upward turn in 
the tide of business, noted in July, suf- 
fered a setback in the production 
phase in August, but the federal re- 
serve board, in a statement, reported 
that distribution of goods continued 
in greater volume than in any of the 
summer months of 1924. Wholesale 
trade was 5 per cent larger in August 
than in July, while the retail business 
as reflected by department store and 
mail order sale was substantially 
greater than in August a year ago.

Ouezzan, French Morocco.—Abd-e! 
Krin, the Riffian chief, is reported to 
have offered rewards totaling $5,000 
for every member of the Sherifian 
squadron, composed of American vol- 
unteer aviators, brought to him, dead 
or alive. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charles W. Ker- 
wood of Philadelphia, one of the Sheri- 
flan squadron, broke his arm for a 
second time. He was flying as a pas- 
senger with Sadi Lecointe, the French 
ace, near Bouganous and bombed the 
Riffians with such vigor that his arm, 
which had been fractured in training 
last August, snapped again. 

The Bouganous fort, topping a 
mountain seven miles northeast of 
Quezzan, commands an extensive re- 
gion and since it was surrounded by 
the enemy in April, has been the goal 
of some of the Riffians’ most desper- 
ate attacks. 

Every time the fort was revictualled 
and the garrison changed the French 
lost scores of men, as the relieving 
columns were forced to advance along 
narrow, tortuous ravines, between 
forest-clad hills, thickly strewn with 
boulders and affording splendid places 
of ambush for the tribesmen. 

When word was passed that the fort 
was about to be relieved, it quickly 
reached the ears of Abd-el-Krim 
through his spies and he made prepa- 
rations to harry the French. 

The infantry advanced as usual, but 
just as the tribesmen were about to 
deliver their surprise attack, con- 
cealed artillery opened a devastating 
fire and airplanes dropped heavy 
bombs upon the warriors. ; 

The infantry returned to camp with- 
out having suffered any losses, while 
the tribesmen fled, heavily bombarded 
by the French artillery and from the 
air. 


HERRIN, ILL. IS SCENE 
OF TWO TRAGEDIES 


Herrin, Ill.—Two of the men in- 
dicted for participation in the Herrin 
mine killings during the strike of 1922 
died tragic deaths here within twelve 
hours.

NEW ENGLAND MAKES

Boston.—Declaring that “the pa- 
tience of New England has _ been 
strained to the breaking point” by the 
latest suspension of anthracite mining 
operations,” John Hays Hammond,

New England with its entire supply of 
domestic fuel this winter, if necessary.

The annulment of all laws for the 
protection of deer followed the com- 
plaint of farmers that the herds be- 
come so numerous they constituted a 

serious menace to growing crops.

The embryo 
city had mo- money to expend for 
lawns, trees. shrubs and flowers. but 
a number of enterprising citizens took 
over the work as a labor of love and 
these were provided. Today the park 
is one of Imperial’s beauty spots. 


At the meeting of the Chileno Val- 
ley Farm Center, Sonoma county, Ma- 
rin County Farm Advisor M. B. Bois- 
sevan spoke on the cow testing situa- 
tion in the county, stating tha. many 
more cows were being tested in the 
Pt.

The company will log in ap- 
proximately half a million feet of logs 
this fall and winter for manufacture 
next spring. 


At the Dr. F. P. Denham home on 
Kent street, Petaluma, Sonoma county, 
there is an apple tree in full bearing 
with a second crop of fruit. Early in 
the springtime the tree blossomed, 
then the apples came. After the first 
crop was harvested, the tree again 
burst forth into blossom and is now 
bearing apples, which are as large as 
marbles. 


The tremendous growth of public 
highway transportation in California 
was shown graphically when the rail- 
road commission issued its annual re- 
port for 1924, showing that nearly 30,- 
000,000 passengers were carried and 
approximately 1,000,000 tons of freight 
transported by auto stage and truck 
lines operating throughout the state. 


Following the recommendations of 
John A. Beemer, engineer for the 
Montague irrigation district, Siskiyou 
county, the state bondiag commission 
at Sacramento has approved the bond 
issue suggested by the management of 
the district.

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Public Shooting 
Grounds Bill

om ILLIONS of interested 
Americans—both men 
and women — will 
watch with close at- 
tention the progress in 
~ the *Sixty-ninth con- 


gress of the Public 
Shooting Grounds— 
Game Refuge bill. Its 
known and declared 
supporters include 
about five million 
members of more than 
one hundred affiliated organizations. 
There‘ are about six million hunters 
who annually take out licenses. The 
checkered career of the measure in 
previous congresses shows that it has 
powerful opponents. Its supporters 
express confidence that it will pass 
during the coming. congress. In any 
event the debate is likely to be livelier 
than ever because of cliarges made by 
Dr. William T. Hornaday. director of 
the New York Zoological park and 
trustee of the Permanent Wild Life 
Protection fund. The situation shows 
a battle among conservationists which 
will do the cause no good. 

Doctor Hornaday publicly asserts 
that his efforts to reduce the federal 
bag limits on ducks, geese and other 
migratory game birds are being frus- 
trated by manufacturers of arms and 
ammunition. These, he claims, exert 
their influence through John B. Burn- 
ham, president of the American Game 
Protective. and Propagation associa- 
tion, and that association tn its turn 
brings pressure to bear upon the Bu- 
reau of Biological Survey of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, which under 
the Migratory Bird Treaty act makes 
the federal game regulations. A oom- 
posite of Dovtor Hornaday’s charges, 
in part, reads like ‘his: 


Our American system of game “pro- 
tection” {s rotten to the core. It is {di- 
otic In conception and murd@ous and 
exterminatory in execution. The game 
of North America cannot long endure 
present conditions. Our present bag 
mits and open seasons are wicked and 
brutal. 7 require sweeping reduc- 
tions forthwith. Sanctuaries and food- 
Planting arc all very well, but they afte 
slow in getting results. Today 6,000,- 
000 devils of game destruction are 
annually swarming like bloodthiraty 
hounds all over the’ United States 
whege traces of game still remain. 

First, the American Game Protec- 
tion association and then the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
very firmly decided that the federal 
bag limits on migratory game birds 
should not be reduced by the annual 
federal regulation. John B. Burnham, 
president of the gunmakers’ associa- 
tion, opened the attack on the reform

President John E. Burnham of the 
American Game Protective and Prop- 
agation association has this to say, 
among other things, as to Doctor Hor- 
naday’s charges: ... 


This attack on ime and on the Bio- 
logical Survey was carefully planned 
as the opening gun of a campaign 
against the Federal Game Refuge bill. 
I have been getting letters from the 
West warning me against an attack 
which was to be sprung in New York. 
Commercial game dealers, opponents 
of the Migratory Bird law, advocates 
of spring shooting of ducks, and that 
type of men, are all aware how Doctor 
Hornaday is being used. This is not 
in any way to be construed as a refiec- 
tlon on Doctor Hornaday'’s personal 
character, which is of the highest. But 
he is easily led by men with ulterior 
motives, who have taken advantage of 
his disappointment over the, failure of 
his campaign for the arbitrary cutting 
of bag NMmits. , 

Doctor “dornafay ia the only out- 
standing conservationist in the country 
today who is opposed to the Game 
Refuge bill. The New York Zoological 
Society, the Zoological Gardens of 
which Doctor Horraday is director are 
among the many endorsers of the mea- 
sure. The Biological Survey has in its 
employment men of sctentific attain- 
ments all over the country. To supple- 
ment their judgment an advisory board 
assists the bureau in making necessary 
regulations in regard to migratory 
birds. I am its chairman. 

The board consists of 23 men who are 
notable for their achievements in con- 
servation. It was this board, of which 
Doctor Hornaday is a member, and not 
directly the Biological Survey, which 
rejected Doctor Hornaday’s application 
for a 76 per cent cut in shooting privi- 
leges in the United States. The vote 
against his proposal. was taken after 
thorough discussion and was prac- 
tieally unanimous. 

The board has as members such men 
as George Bird Grinnell, who received 
recently from President Coolidge the 
Roosevelt medal for conservation; 
George Shiras who, to save the birds, 
conceived the idea of putting the 1,077 
apecies found in our country under the 
control of the federal government, and 
Dr. T. Gilbert Pearson, president of the 
National Association of Audubon Socte- 
ties. 

Doctor Hornaday regards just one 
method, that of closed seasons and re- 
duced bag limits for game birds, as the 
way to conservation, It is not a uni- 
versal remedy because it has been 
worked to the limit In enlightened sec- 
tions of the country, and in unenlight- 
ened sections it is useless for lack of 
eMcient law’ enforcement. Of much 
greater value are refuges, where the 
‘wild life is at all times protected, the 
game species as well as the non-game. 


The makers of arms and ammuni- 
tion deny Doctor Hornaday’s charge 
of undue. influence. They also insigt 
that they are strong supporters of pub- 
Ne movements for the conservation ‘of 
game, inasmuch as its extermination 
would largely pot them out of busai-

One does not have to 
believe these makers of arms and ar- 
munition philanthropists in order to 
see the logic of their statement of po 
sition. 

The Public Shooting Grounds—Game 
Refuge bill proposes the establishment 
by the federal government of public 
shooting grounds and game refuges 
out of funds to be provided by a one- 
dollar license to be paid annually by 
shooters. Jurisdiction is provided by 
the Migratory Bird Treaty act. This 
act saved the birds from extermina- 
tion. But it. does not provide food and 
rest for them. Nor does it provide 
for adequate development as a great 
economic natural resource. 

Migratory waterfowl are pretty well 
Provided with winter refuges on the 
Gulf of Mexico. They are safe in Can- 
ada during the nesting season. They 
are rapidly increasing in numbers. 
But there is. obvious necessity, for feed- 
ing and resting places during migra- 
tion, The ability of waterfowl to ree 
ognize protection and their quickness 
to use it are marvels of nature. The 
photograph herewith reproduced is an 
object lesson. Moreover the many 
natural breeding places this side of 
the Canadian line are being rapidly 
eliminated by the movement all over 
the country to drain marsh areas for 
agricultural purposes—an inevitable 
result of increasing population. 

This bill has been - thoroughly 
threshed out in congressional debate 
in two congresses. Its supporters 
have maintained that it does not fur- 
ther extend federal jurisdiction; that 
{¢ does not narrow state rights; that 
ho lands can be acquired except upon 
state consent; that it does not with- 
draw areas that can be used to 
greater economic advantage; that it 
will increase rather than diminish the 
number of state hunting licenses, Its 
opponents hold to the exact opposite 
of these clajms.

The bill 
will be reintroduced in the Sixty- 
ninth congress. .

Mississippi Chicken.—Put through | 
the meat grinder one-fourth of a pound 
each of veal and fresh pork, two slices 
of bacon, a chicken liver, half a green 
pepper and a sprig or two of parsley; 
add a teaspoonful of scraped onion, a 
tablespoonful of worcestershire sauce, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, paprika to 
taste; mix well and stuff the chicken. 
Baste often and serve with sweet po- 
tatoes or cooked rice. 

Strawberry Gateau.—Bake a round 
of sponge cake; when cold cut off the 
top and scoop out the center, leaving a 
two-inch shell. Heap with strawber- 
ties which have been well sweetened, 
cover with whipped cream and serve 
at once. 

Stuffed Rabbit—Mix a cupful of 
bread crumbs, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped parsley, two tablespoonfuls of 
poultry dressing or any desired herbs, 
four tablespoonfuls of chopped suet, 
one teaspoonful of grated lemon rind, 
one egg and pepper and salt to taste. 
Add milk if more moisture is needed. 
Fill the well-cleaned rabbit with this 
mixture and sew up carefully. Simmer 
for an hour or longer, adding a ta- 
blespoonful of vinegar to the water in 
which it is cooked. Serve with but- 
tered onions, and parsley butter. To 
prepare this, cream butter and stir in 
as much minced parsley as it will 
take.

VARIETY IN COMMON FOODS 

Chicken is so well liked that it may 
be served frequently and is always a 
welcome dish. 

* Chicken With Corn— 
Scrub and clean a fowl 
well by using a handful 
of soda in the water; 
cut up as for frytng, roll 
in seasoned flour and 
brown In a little hot fat. 
Lay the pieces in a bak- 
ing dish and cover with 
milk, simmer slowly, for two hours or 
longer, depending upon the age of the 
fowl. Season well when half cooked 
and add a cupful of corn (fresh) cut 
from the cob—canned will do. Serve 
the chicken with corn and the gravy 
poured around it. 

Parisian Sandwich Filling.—Soak 
one cupful of prunes over night, drain, 
remove the stones and put through a 
meat chopper with one cupful each of 
dates and figs. Add enough orange 
Juice to make a paste that will spread 
easily. Butter graham or whole wheat 
bread and spread with the filling. This 
will keep some time if covered, and is 
very good for a cake filling. . 

Mutton ‘Broth—Take three mutton 
bones, one tablespoenful of rice and 
six cupfuls of water. Add salt and 
simmer for five hours. Skim and re- 
move all fat, add pepper and serve hot. 
This is especially good for children. 

Mutton en Casserole.—Brown a 
pound or less of mutton cut from the 
shoulder, cut into serving-sized pieces. 
When well browned season with salt, 
pepper and dredge with flour. Add one 
cupful or more of carrots, a cupful of 
peas, and one onion. Place in a cas- 
serole to bake for several hours. Serve 
from the casserole. 


Fried Green Corn—Cut as mucb 
corn from the cob as will be eaten. 
Into'a hot frying pam put a generous 
portion of butter and when melted 
turn in the corn and stir constantly 
until the milk has moistened it well. 
Season and set on the back part of 
the range to cook for five or ten min- 
utes, then serve. A green pear finely- 
chopped and added to the butter, 
cooking .a minute or. two before the 
corn is added, makes « ‘fine flavor 
well-liked. :
